Light Rainfall 
Helps N. Y. Water 
Situation 


New York, Dec. 27 — (UP) —' 
Light rainfall over the New York 
City upstate watersheds was 
ex- 


pected today to make up for in- 
creased consumption C h r i s tmas 
day, when the city's water supply 
dropped 103,000,000 gallons.

Insurance and 
Pension Top 
Veteran Hems 


Washington, Dec. 27 (IP). — A pen- 
sion bill in the senate and an in- 
surance bill in the house arc the 
top priority items for veterans in 
the congressional session 
starting 


a week from today. 
A bonus bill for World .War Two 
veterans is 
in 
the background. 
Even its s t r o n g e s t supporters 
among v c t e r ans' organizations 
don't expect this multi-billion dol- 
lar measure to get anywhere 
in 


the next session. 
The house already has passed a 


liberalized pension bill for 
veter- 


ans of both world wars. Now it's 
up to the senate to act. 
There hjve been estimates that 
over the next half century the bill 
would 
set 
the 
taxpayers 
back 
around $8,500,000,000. 
One of its major features pro- 
vides that any veteran would be 
considered permanently and total- 
y disabled upon reaching the age 
of 65. He could get a $72-a-month 
pension if he had no dependents 
and an income below $1,200 a year, 
or if he had dependents and an in- 
come below $2,500. 
Chairman Rankin (D-Miss) told 
a reporter the first bill the house

Three New 
Quakes Shake 
Tokyo Area 


Tokyo. Dec. 27 —(UP)— Three 
new earthquakes shook the 
area 


north of Tokyo today in the wake 
of heavy 
shocks yesterday that 


killed eight persons, injured 50 and 


amaged 2,500 houses. 
Although the shocks wore felt in 
okyo, none was strong enough to 
ause any damage in the Japa- 
ese capital. There were no casual- 
es reported. 
The epicenter of the shocks was 
pparcntly in the Utsonomiya-Ima- 
chi area, 70 miles north of Tokyo.

people it takes to build a good,
